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In Sestember 1950 five officers of the French Army in Indochine, one a 
German, deserted and surrendered to the Chinese Cormunists at P'inghsdiang 
(106—hh, 22-06). Two of the officers belonged to the sir force and fe 
remaining taree vere infsntry officers. The Chinecte Commnists tock 
these officers to Nawing on 20 Jamary 1351, placed toem in a vrison on 
Visin Ting “oed, and subjected them to harsh treatment.
